tion of $1,000,000 for a state exhibit, 
has passed the Illinois senate by a vote 
of 36 to ll. 
Most of the time of the senate was 
taken up in considering the A ustralian 
ballot reform bill, which was a special 
order. 
The bill was read 
a 
sec­ 
ond time and the am endm ents pro­ 
posed 
by 
the elections 
com m ittee 
were all adopted. 
Many of them were 
of mere formal character and were 
adopted unanimously. 
Following were 
adopted by a strict party vote, repub­ 
licans voting aye: 
Providing th ut ballots, instead ot being de­ 
stroyed as soon as counted, shall be kept six 
months, then destroyed in the presence of a 
com mission, to consist of custodian of ballots 
and representative of each of two leading polit­ 
ical parties to be appointed by county judge, 
ballots to be placed 
in envelopes sealed 
w ith wax im pressions by the election judges 
before delivery to the legal custodian of the 
ballots; providing that pulls shall be opened 
at 8 o’clock a rn. and closed at 5 p. rn; provid­ 
ing for numbering of ballots to correspond with 
the number of voters’ nam es on poll-book. 
The bill was then advanced to a third 
reading w ithout objection. 
It looks as 
though both parties will unite on the 
bill as it now stands. 
The house spent all the forenoon ad­ 
vancing the legislation recommended 
by the com m ittee on revenue. 
Among 
other measures, the bill to secure list­ 
ing of the personal property and notes 
was sent to the third reading. 
By 
this bill it is made the duty of the 
assessor to propound questions calcu­ 
lated or necessary to reveal the exist­ 
ence and ow nership of property, real 
or personal, and the duty of ow ner to 
answ er all such questions.

m ittee on penal and reform atory insti­

T here are m any form s of glanders, 
ail generally developed in horses th a t 
are over w orked, or poorly eared for. 
The disease may first m ake its ap­ 
pearance in the form of distem per, 
gradually developing stage by stage 
into w hat is term ed the strangles, 
nasal gleet, glanders, 
and last into 
the very loathsom e farcy. 
Distem per 
is a very common disease 
am ong 
horses. 
A contagious disease, 
it is 
no respecter of class or condition, yet

m astered and cured if taken in time. 
If th e anim al be in poor flesh, over­ 
w orked and w eak in constitution, the 
stran g les appears, which is claimed by 
some to be the first stages of glanders. 
T his is developed in sw ellings in the 
th ro a t and jaw s. 
Five of the Hanlon 
horses previously dispatched had these 
sym ptom s developed in acute form.
